Qen.Tbom- 
aa mado a speech at Cairo, declaring that 
be' was authorized by the government to 
organize negroes into companies and regi- 
ments, and pat them under the command 
of white officers. E« also made similar 
declarations at Helena, where the question 
waa proposed to the troops at review, and 
the proposition supported unanimously, the 
tt&ti emphasizing their approval with pro- 
longed and enthusiastic cheers. The army 
is emphatically ia favor of tbe measure, as 
both necessary and expedient. This being 
60, wh*t can the copperheads do about it ? 
Id triatb, we believe the country is indebted 
to .these same copperheads for a favorable 
decision on this question by the adminis- 
tration. They have made so much objec- 
tion to the conscription law that, possibly, 
tbe government has thought best to look 
for' men elsewhere, and there being no oth- 
er or better source to seek for a supply of 
troops, it haa been thus induced to invite 
tbe negro to take part in tbe war. If this 
theory is correct, it may be said even cop- 
perheads are of some use, without design- 
ing to bo so, and that they bave indirectly 
aided ia causing the slaves to be armed. 
, As a further evidence of tbe earnestness 
of tbe administration in pursuing this pol- 
icy, we quote the following extract from a 
private letter to bis father from Henry T. 
Wright, of .this city, who ia now at Lake 
Providence. 
Tbe letter is dated April 8th : 


. ."Adjutant General Thomas reviewed tbe 
troops in tbia vicinity to-day. I was unable 
to attend on account of business, which I 
xegrettad but understood from persons who 
did attend that it was & splendid sight.— 
The, government bas gone to work at last, 
surmtog the niggers, and applications for 
commissions in this branch of tbe service 
•re coming in thick and fast. 
While a 


brigade in Me Arthurs Division were drawn 
tip on review to-day, a call waa made for 
".all who were in favor of arming tho ne- 
groes to take off their bats," and ever; bat 
Sri the brigade, with one or two exceptions, 
was instantly doffed. 
The sentiments of 


those really interested may thus be seen, 
sneaking' copperhead* to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Is Janesville really disgrac- 
ed l>y any amount of these reproaches on 
humanity ? How does the Monitor and its 
proprietors flourish ? I bave not seen a 
Janesville paper for nearly two months, 
and am entirely in tbe dark about matters 
and things ' about town.' "

I never supposed I could endure, I hare 
reached this place, over which the stars and 
stripes ware, thank God.

" We are attacked," and sprang for my 
gun and equipments, being the first one 
ia the ranks from our squad.

Pretty soon we saw rebel 
cavalry riding and sketch ing over the hills 
on all sides. Cur wagons loaded with our 
knapsacks started for Nashville, but were 
driven back. The battle opened on the 
right of our company. 
It was sharply con- 


tested for about fifteen minutes. The but 
lets whistled about my ears like hail. Soon 
a cannon ball whizzed by up the road from 
Nashville ; then we knew all was lost, for 
what was the use of 350 infantry contend- 
ing against a large cavalry force and a bat- 
tery ? The white flag was run up and we 
surrendered. 


Then commenced a scene of pillage by 


the rebels, who were 3,000 strong under 
Gens. Forrest and Armstrong. Thoy start- 
ed us off on a back road, and marched us 
three days and nights, giving ua R piece of 
hoe cake two inches square, and about the 
same quantity of meat each day. I stole 
ears of corn from the horses, and ate tho 
corn raw. I never waa as weak from star 
vation in my life. We forded rivers up to 
our arm-pits io water. 
They stripped ua 


of our overcoats and blankets, and we had 
to stamp all night to keep from freezing io 
death. OhI what did they not do that 
was inhuman ? Finally, we reached their 
railroad, at Tullahoma, and were sent in 
freight cars to Richmond, where we stayed 
over night in prison. Then we were paroled 
and seat to City Point, and got aboard one 
of our boats and was brought here.

Thank God wo aro once more on our 


own soil. We arrived here about 10 o'clock 
all safe and sound. I don't kuow how long 
we shall atay.

I bav'nt time or paper to write par 
ticalars. The rebels took everything from 
us, and we havn't money to buy more. We 
will probably remain here a few days, RTU 
then be sent to Madison, Wia., -which wil 
bo almost as good as home. I have- seen

luck to be called back into the Gold again 
I will never lay down ray arras again til 
the rebels are all wiped from the face o 
earth, if it takes twenty years. I will write 
again as soon as I can get a piece of paper 
and let you kuow about answering.

with dirt, but we have got new clothes 
throughout, have had a good wash, and 
have thvown out old clotbrwarHW»yr —Tt,., 
rebels almost starved us.

sold needles for fifty cents a dozen, and 
paid a dollar for a " turnover,"—a dollar 
for a five cent loaf of bread, five dollars 
for a ilfty cent knife, a dollar and fifty cents 
for a meal of bacon, corn-broad and coffee. 
Tho rebels are almost starred oat. 
That 


is the reason why they cannot keep our 
prisoners. 


We expect to leave here for C \mp Chase,

in the Libby prison, Richmond, The Cap- 
tain and Keetey are there too, but the pri- 
vates are here. I have learnt a great deal 
the past three weeks. 
I hare found out 


that tbe rebels can't hold out much longer.

I do not 
know as 1 can give you a description of 
what I have paased through since I wan 
taken prisoner, but I have seen the hardest 
time that I ever did, and am thankful that 
I am out of the rebels' clutches BO soon.

with the exception of a bad cold. I had 
everything taken from rae but my dresa 
coat, pants, shirt and boots. The rebels 
took everything we had, even to our over.

lost their boots. The rebels cocked tlieh- 
guns and told the boys to take their boots 


off. 


On» man belonging to the 19th Michigan 


regiment was unable to keep up with the 
rest, and the devils shot him. We were 
hurried through to Richmond, and kept in 
prison one day and night. 
We were then 


paroled aud started for our lines, aud a happi- 
er set of men you never saw. It in reported 
that paroled prisoners are sent to their re- 
spective states until they t,re exchanged, 
and not knowing how long we shall stay 
here you had better not write until you 
hear from me again. The weather here is 
about like April weather in Wisconsin, 
pretty cold to sleep on the ground without 
overcoats and blankets, after marching 
through rivers and creeks. As I atn writ- 
ing under great disadvantages I will leave 
the rest to tell you when I get home. I 
will write as soon as I find out where we 
are going,

supplies that tens of thousands of our citi- 
zens wero reluctantly refused admission in- 
to the service, from DUE inability to furnish 
arms, while tcr many months continuance 
some of our strongholds owed their safety 
chiefly to a careful concealment of the fact 
that we were without a lupply of powder 
for our cauuon. Your devotion and patri- 
otism have triumphed over all these obsta- 
cles, and called into existence munitions of 
war, 
clothing and sustenance, which have 


enabled our soldiers to illustrate their valor 
on numerous battle fields and to inflict 
crushing defeats on successive armies, each 
of which our arrogant foe fondly imagined 
to be invincible. The contrast between our 
past, aud our present condition it well cal- 
culated to inspire full confidence in the tri- 
umph of our arms. At no previous period 
of ibe war havo our forces been so numer- 
ous, so well organized, and eo thoroughly 
disciplined, armed and equipped as at the 
present. 


The season of high water, on which our 


enemies relied to enable their fleet of gun> 
boats 'o penetrate into our country and 
devastate our homes, is fast passing away, 
yet OUT strongholds on the Mississippi still 
bid defiance to the foe; and the mouths ot 
easily preparations for their reduction bave 
been spent in vain.

He backed, and they rolled out ten 


barrels of flour owned by a man in Char- 
lotte, and had it hauled tip. 


" Subsequently, they appropriated several 


bags of flour belonging to private parties. 
They also marched to the store of Mr. 
Brown, a speculator in flour, aud demanded 
to ho let in 5 but tho door waH closed, and 
they went to work in good earnest to bieak 
it down. Br. Brown, to satisfy them, told 
them ha would give them ten barrels if they 
would leave and let him alone. They final- 
ly agreed to it, au,d sent for a drnj to haul 
it to-the market house, for the purpose of 
making an equal division of it, 


" Next in order, they visited Dr. J. II. 


EuuiKs, who bad bought some flour for his 
own use, He asked them in and gave 
them three barrjls. 
Next, they said they 


must have some molasses, and straightway 
they proceeded to Sprague & Broi , and 
made their demand known, when Sprai;ue 
& Bros, gave them all the molasses they 
bad, which was a little over half a barrel. 
The mob then repaired to tbe market house, 
when, it being too late to make out the 
share of the impressment, they moved it to 
W. M. Baker's, where thoy are now dividing 
the spoils fttnoBg themselves." 


CAPTIVES HKIHD FROM.— By late 


dispatches from Vicksbnrg to the Cbicago 
Tribune, we learn that Gen. Grant made a

After being with the of- 
ficers and privates captured at Brentwood 
nine day*, we were separated at Tullaho- 
ma, Tenn. Officers and privates, except- 
ing myself, were paroled, and sent by cars 
to Richmond, Virginia, to be exchanged by 
way ot Fortress Monroe. They left Tulla- 
homa on the 2d inst., two hours before I 
left that place. I was unconditionally dis- 
charged, and returned via Vioksburg, ar- 
riving home this morning, 
" I have no doubt that you will hear from

The government has at last taken hold 


of this important work in earnest. Wa 
heard some time ago that Adj. Gen. Thom- 
as made a speech at Cairo, declaring that 
he was authorized by the government to 
orffanize negroes into companies and regi- 
ments, and put them under the command 
of white officers. He also made similar 
declarations at Helena, where the question 
was proposed to the troops at review, and 
the proposition supported unanimously, the 
taen emphasizing their approval with pro- 
longed and enthusiastic cheers. The army 
is emphatically in favor of the measure, as 
both necessary and expedient. This being 
so", wh-.t can the copperheads do about it ? 
In truth, we believe the country is indebted 
to these same copperheads for a favorable 
decision on this question by the adminis- 
tration. They have made so much objec- 
tion to the conscription law that, possibly, 
the government has thought best to look 
for men elsewhere, and there being no oth- 
er or better source to seek for a supply of 
troops, it has been thus induced to invite 
the negro to take part ia the war. If this 
Iteory is correct, it may be said even cop- 
perheads are of some use, without design- 
ing to be so, and that they have indirectly 
aided in causing the slaves to be armed. 
. As a further evidence of the earnestness 
of the administration in pursuing this pol- 
icy, we quote the following extract from a 
private letter to his father from Henry T. 
Wright, of this city, who is cow at Lake 
Providence. The letter is dated April 8th : 


."Adjutant General Thomas reviewed the 


troops in this vicinity to-day. I wa» unable 
to attend on account of business, which I 
regretted but understood from persons who 
did attend that it was a splendid sight. 
The government has gone to werk at last, 
arming the niggers, and applications for 
commissions in this branch of the service 
are coming in thick and fast. 
While a 


brigade in McArthurs Division were drawn 
up on review to-day, a call was made for 
" all who were in favor of nrmiog the ne- 
groes to take off their hats," and every hat 
in the brigade, with one or two exceptions, 
was instantly doffed. 
The sentiments of 


those really interested may thus be seen, 
sneaking copperheads to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Is Janesville really disgrac- 
ed f>y any amount of these reproaches on 
humanity ? How does the Monitor and its 
proprietors flourish ? I have not seen a 
Janesville paper for nearly two months, 
and am entirely in the dark about matters 
end things 'about town.'"

I never supposed I could endure, I hare 
reached this place, over which the stars and 
stripes wave, thank God. 
We were cap- 


tured Wednesday morning, March 25th. 
The long roll beat just as I was going to 
breakfast, and I was the first one in the 
tent to understand its meaning. I shouted, 
" We are attacked," and sprang for my 
gun and equipments, being the first one 
in the ranks from our squad. 
The various 


companies wera detached acd deployed as 
skirmishers. Pretty soon we saw rebsl 
cavalry riding and stretching over the hills 
on all sides. Cur wagons loaded with oar 
knapsacks started for Nashville, but were 
driven back. The battle opened on the 
right of our company. 
It was sharply con- 


tested for about fifteen minutes. 
The bul. 


lets whistled about my ears like hail. 
Soon 


a cannon ball whizzed by up the road from 
Nashville ; then we knew all was lost, for 
what was the use of 350 infantry contend- 
ing against a large cavalry force and a bat- 
tery ? The white flag was run up and we 
surrendered. 


Then commenced a scene of pillage by 


the rebels, who were 3,000 strong under 
Gens. Forrest and Armstrong. They start- 
ed us off on a back road, and marched us 
three days and nights, giving ua a piece of 
hoe cake two inches square, and about the 
same qnantity of meat each day. I stole 
ears of corn from the horses, and ate the 
corn raw. I never was as weak from star 
vation in my life. We forded rivers up to 
our arm-pita in water. 
They stripped us 


of our overcoats and blankets, acd we had 
to stamp all night to keep from freezing to 
death. Oh 1 what did they not do that 
was inhuman ? Finally, vie reached their 
railroad, at Tullahoma, and were sent in 
freight cars to Bichmond, where we stayed 
over night in prison. Then we were paroled 
and sent to City Point, and got aboard one 
of our boats and was brought here.

We were in their hands 15 days, anil the 
first three days we did not get as much to 
e»t as we ought to have had for ooe day, 
and they marched us day nnd night ; but 
it is past now, and I am alive and -.yell, 
with the exception of a bad cold.

The weather here is 
abont like April weather in Wisconsin 
pretty cold to sleep on the ground without 
overcoats and blankets, after marching 
through rivers and creeka. As I am writ- 
ing under great disadvantages I will leave 
the rest to tell you when I get home. I

He says that tho' 
soldiers are on half rations of meat, there 
is plenty of it in the confederacy, but that 
a difficulty exists in its transportation which 
is now about to be remedied. The address 
contains the following paragraph : " To op- 
pose the invading forces composed of levies 
which have already eiceeded 1,300,000 
men, we had no resources but the uncon- 
querable valor of a people determined to 
be free, and were so destitute of military 
supplies that tens of thousands of our citi- 
zens were reluctantly refused admission in- 
to the service, from our inability to furnish 
arms, while fcr many months continuance 
some of our strongholds owed their safety 
chiefly to a careful concealment of the fact 
that we were without a supply of powder 
for our cannon. 
Your devotion and patri- 


otism have triumphed over all these obsta- 
cles, and called into existence munitions of 
war, clothing and sustenance, which have 
enabled our soldiers to illustrate their valor 
on numerous battle fields and to inflict 
crushing defeats on successive armies, each 
of which our arrogant loo fondly imagined 
to be invincible. The contrast between our 
past, and our present condition is well cal- 
culated to inspire full confidence in the tri- 
umph of our arms. At no previous penod 
ot the war have our forces been so numer- 
ous, so well organized, and so thoroughly 
disciplined, armed and equipped as at the 
present. 


The season of high water, on which our 


enemies relied to enable their fleet of gun- 
boats to penetrate into our country and 
devastate our homes, is fast passing away, 
yet our strongholds on the Mississippi still 
bid defiance to the foe; and the months ol 
costlf preparations for their reduction have 
been spent in vain. Disaster has been the 
result of their every effort to storm Vcifcs- 
burg and Port Hudson, as well as every 
attack on our batteries on Red River, Tal- 
lahatchie, and other navigable streams. 
Within a few weeks the falling waters and 
increasing heat of summer, will complete 
their discomfiture and compel their baffled 
and defeated forces to abandonment of ex- 
peditions on which.is their chief hope of suc- 
cess in effecting our subjugation. 


We must not forget, however, that the 


war is not yet ended, and that we are still 
confronted by powerful armies, and threat- 
ened by numerous fleets, and that the gov, 
eminent that controls these fleets and ar- 
mies is driven to the most desperate efforts 
10 effect the unholy purpose in which it has 
i-hus far been defeated. 
It will exert ita 


utmost energy to avert this impending 
doom, so fully merited by the atrocities 
it has committed, the savage barbari- 
ties which it has encouraged, and the 
crowning attempt to incite a servile popu- 
lation to the massacre of our wives and 
children. 


With such a contest before us, there is
